On the other (hand, the Applicant thankB the Examiner for the 
informations about the now possibility of having a first submission under new 
provision 37 CFR 1.129(a)|. Although the Applicant has renewed his subscription 
to the M.P.E.P. on 03/26^95, no new update has been received by him until now 
and according to how things went off in the past he does not expect one before 
several months. So he would be very indebted to the Examiner if a copy of the 
new provisions 37 CFR 1.13S9 (a) and 37 CFR 1.17 (r) could be sent to him.
